NEW PROPOSALS POR 
GRAVEL PIT 


New proposals were made Mon- 
day evening by Atty Simon Cut- 
ter, and Mr. Allen, Engineer, 
for the firm that seeks to 
have a gravel pit near the 
construction of Interstate 
Route 93, 

After having discussed their 
proposals with George Maynard, 
Town Engineer, the plan was 
submitted to the Selectmen and 
accepted by them as a plan, on 
motion of Selectman Nicholas 
DEFelice. 

The new plan would enc anpass 
an area of about 25 acres, in 
which a grade would be estab- 


lished of 110 feet above sea- 
level, which grade, the Select 
men were told, was about 20 
feet above the present level 
of West Street. 

A gradient of ‘four to one’ 
would run towards Wobum St., 
and all material, including 
rock if any above this grad- 
ient would be removed. 

Messrs Cutter and Allen stat- 
ed that they would meet any 
bad requirement, to guarantee 
their good faith and work, and 
suggested one of $30,000, 
three times the amount stipu- 
lated as minimum in the gravel 
regulations of Wilmington. 
They were also willing to con 
sider working on an area south 
of the proposed pit, if an 
agreement could be made with 
two individuals who are dis- 
puting ownership. This was not 
evidently a desire to enlarge 
their work area, but to please 
the Selectmen by grading the 
terrain, 

West of the proposed pit, 
a hill, apparantly owned by 
Mr. Masterine of Revere exists 
This hill was excluded from 
the area under discussion. The 
Proposal was to stop about 
forty feet short of a property 
line near the hill, and grade 
according to specifications of 
the Town Engineer.

PICTURE IDENTIFIED AS POUNDER 
OF PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The picture in last week’s 
Town Crier has. been positively 
identified as being that of 
Charles W. Swain, founder of 
the Public Library of Wilming- 
ton, and will be turned over 
to the Public Library as soon 
as possible. 

Identification was positively 
made by his daughter, Miss 
Mary G. Swain, and also by 
several of the grand nephews 
and neices of Mr. Swain. 

Mr. Swain, who was one of the 
Wilmington soldiers in the Ci- 
vil War started the Library in 
the back of the Town Hall 
about 1876. He was the first 
Librarian, and remained as a 
Trustee of the Public Library 
as lpng as his health permit- 
ted. He also served on the 
School Committee, and was Town 
Treasurer, and started the 
Gowing Family association, of 
which he was the first secre- 
tary. 

Cherles Swain had three dau- 
ghters, Caroline, Henrietta, 
and Mary ( called May). Caro- 


line and Henrietta taught 
school in Wilmington for many 
years, and it is they for whom 
the Swain School was named. 
Mary is now living in Wobum. 
The picture of Mr. Swain had 
been given by Mary to the 
Trustees of the Library, of 
Which the late Louis McMahon 
was one. It is believed that 
he had plans to have the pic- 
ture reframed, at the time of 
his sudden death several years 
past, and his heirs were not 
sure as to just who the per- 
son was in the picture and 
they turned it over to the 
Town Crier to identify. 

It will now be returned to 
the Library.

Telegram to WIA Promises Aid 
A telegram from Congresswoman 
Edith Nourse Rogers, read at 
the meeting of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, Tuesday 
evehing promised all possible 
assistance to assure speedy

We have arrived at the point today where we 
believe that Wilmington has reached the zenith 
as far as tax rates are concerned, for the next 
several years. In other words, it is our belief 
that our tax rate, this year, will be the high- 
est it will be for sae couple of years anyway. 

As was indicated at the time of the Town 
Meeting, our tax rate this year may be as high 
as $68.50. It probably will not be this high, 
but it will be over $66.00. 

This year we made two significant steps in 
our town meting, both of which had to be done

school teachers, and the purchase of a Ladder 
Truck for the Fire Department. Because of this, 
our tax rate is jumping this year - but we re- 
gard this jump as temporary.
